Accordion plaited chiffon, used for 


vests sometimes, has on every fifth plait 
an edge of narrow, Valenciennes laoe. 
This is tha favorite lace of the season. 
Tho box plait is to be a decided feature 
of summer fashions as it was of the 
winter, and the same sagging effect is 
seen on tho front of waists, but the 
backs are made flat and trig, except for 
very slender women. The box plait in 
tho middle of the bodice in front is often 
edged with a graduated ruffle of the 
waist material. This is very narrow at 
the belt and reaches its widest point on 
the shoulders, whero it goes over the 
sleeves rever fashion.—Newport News.

DENTISTRY. 


.Uncontrollable Impulse" Bur 
Criminal Conviction? 


Tho Now Vork Law Journal recently 


contained au editorial article favoring 
a modification oi tho test of insanity in 
criminal cases. 
The ability to distm- 


Kuish between right and wrong in ref- 
erence to the act committed aad to 
know that it was wrong is a standard 
of mental capacity required in ^fW 
York to render a person responsible fof 
crimes committed by him. 


The Law Journal argues in favor of 


grading punishment according to tiie 
mental condition of offenders who may 
bo "partially insane." Many alienists, 
including Dr. Allan McLane Hamilton, 
do not recognize "partial insanity," 
saying that a parson is either sane or 
insane. The state in which the mind 
acts correctly aa to its judgment, but 
the will is controlled by some impluse 
which tho mind cannot master, is not 
recognized in many criminal courts, 
bi?canso it baa been found that tbo ex- 
cuse-of irresistible impulse led to too 
trroat u number of acquittals in cases 
where defendants were really guilty of 
sarions olieuses. 


In civil cases it is easier to deal with 


persons whose minds aro so affected 
that they cannot come to correct con- 
clusions au to certain subjects. Tho is- 
sues lit stako aro frequently less impor- 
tant, anil it is possible to learn whether 
u particular act was douo nudur tho in- 
ftuouco of tho delusion or mental weak- 
ness winch affects tho pordou concerned.
